EXPECTED TO FOLLOW ORIGINAL 
ORDER CLOSELY. 


Predicted That Interstate Com- 
merce Commission Will Prescribe 
One Dollar Per Hundred Pounds 
in Ventilator Cars With a Minimum 
Satisfactory to the Growers. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.——[(Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) The lemon rate case 
will probably be decided tomorrow 
by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in favor of the growers. 

There is no feasen to believe that 
the commission will depart very far 
from its original order, which was 
overruled by the Commerce. Court. 
In other words, the rate will prob- 
ably be $1 per hundred for lemons 
shipped in ventilator cars, and the 
minimum will be fixed at 34,000 
pounds, which the attorneys for the 
growers said would be satisfactory 
to their clients. 

The commission may aleo fix the 
rate for refrigerated shipments at 
$1.15, which will also be considered 
favorable to the growers. It must 
not be overlooked, however, that 
there is some ground to think that 
commission may decide on 
graded rate, although this seems un- 
likely in view of the proceedings be-. 
fore the commission wherein pains 
were taken to secure the promise of 
the carriers that they would not con- 
test a blanket rate on the score of its 
constitutionality. 

The order of the commission will 
deal with the subject at some length. 
and it ie understood that it will be 
concurred in’ by all of the commis- 
sioners, who are considerably irri- 
tated because of the manner in which 
the Commerce Court has set aside 
and overruled the findings of the 
commission in this and other cases.

GO TO'PRISON. 


German Court Imposes Se- 
vere Punishment.

Great Powers Spend Vast 
Sums in Espionage. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
BERLIN, Dec. 14.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] Further startling evidence of 
the extent to which spying is carried 
on by the great powers was brought 
out as a result of a trial before the 
Imperial! Court of Leipsic, where five 
persons charged with espionage on be- 
half of the British government were 
sentenced yesterday. The punishment 
fixed by the judges is the severest im- 
posed in any similar case in recent 
years, the principal prisoner being 
sentenced to penal servitude and soll- 
tary confinement for twelve years. 
The severity of the penalty sig- 
nalizes the intention of the authori- 
ties to resort to drastic measures in 
hunting down and relentiessly prose- 
cuting all persons who show a suspi- 
cious interest In Germany's military 
and naval defenses. In the public 
comment the fact is emphasized that 
as a result of the present political 
situation espionage has become a vir- 
tual military necessity and is likely 
to be carried on throughout Europe 
to an umprecedented extent in the near 
future. 

Not only England, but Russia, Ger- 
many and France are expending enor- 
mous sums in watching the warlike 
preparations of their neighbors. It 
was revealed in the Leipsic trial that 
certain agencies in Belgium and Hol- 
land are making a regular business 
of ferreting out and selling military 
secrets. Taken in connection with 
the fact that a German charged with 
spying imon trial in an English court, 
and the probability of a succession of 
similar trials, with charges and 
counter-charges, this espionage, it is 
pointed out, will still further embit- 
ter the relations of a number of the 
principal powers.

ING GEORGE IN INDIA. 

The new King of Great Britain—and 
Irefand-—is not held to be a great man. His 
limitations are said to be rather narrow by 
those who have come into closest contact 
with him for the longest time. The general! 
public, of course, will be obliged for the 


,present to take this hearsay evidence of the 


new monarch’s capacity. He has so far 
done little or nothing upen which to base 
an estimate for private judgment. He does 
not look ike a great man. As he passed 
through London on the days of processions 
little could be seen of him going to the 
coronation or coming back. But on the two 
other occasions he appeared simply in a ve- 
hicle like that which bears the name of his 
grandmother, the “victoria,” dressed much 
a8 any prosperous business man would be. 
He looked that part. There were passing 
through ghe streets alongside of the proces- 
sion or on stands viewing the function thou- 
sands of English business men, manufac- 
turers, merchants and bankers of the same 
type. 

The Queen is regarded by those who come 
close to the royal pair as a more forceful 
character than her spouse. The Londoners 
Say that it is distinctly a case wherein “the 
mare is the better horse.” 
divinity hedges a King or Queen, there 
is no royalty that appears in the physiog- 
nomy, person or dress of these two English” 
monarchs. 

Yet George V, be he creat man or not, has 
set before himself a great task. At a time 
when kingly prerogatives are looked upon 
with less consideration than ever before in 


England, when the government of the Unit- | 


ed Kingdom is nearer a republic than it 
ever was before and nearer that than any 
other government on earth excepting our 
own, George V plans to make the crown a 
more potent influence in English politics 
than it has been since Charles I lost his 
head on the block in that basement of the 
Parliament House by the Thames nearly 
years ago. During the intervening 
reigns after Cromwell's time the influence 
of the crown has not been great. Some of 
the monarchs have exerted a good deal of 
influence, but it has been of a purely per- 
sonal character and diplomatically exer- 
cised. The hand of the monarch has been 
concealed behind the ministry, knowh in 
England as “the government.” King George 
proposes to bring the monarch out into the 
open and let his personal influence be seen 
as well as felt. 

This was made evident when the govern- 
ment last summer forced a bill through the 
House of Lords against the will of that body 
because it was known that the King had 
given his word to overwhelm the Lords by 
the creation of an army of new peers unless 
they yielded. That this promise had been

given was permitted to become an “open 


secret.” 

The new King has also let it be known 
that he is training his sons. excepting the 
Prince of Wales, the heir apparent, for 
service in the colonies. In order to consol}. 
date the great empire, his purpose is to 
create viceroyal courts in Canada. Austra- 
lia and South Africa, with the Princes as 
vice-Kings. It ig a long step toward more 
manifest home rule for the colonies than 
they enjoy now, and yet they are al! but 
independent of the mother country, 

London is in a ferment over the King's 
announcement of the new policy to be set 
up in India. The announcement made at 
the Durbar of Delhi coming from the royal 
lips indicates a greater measure of home 
rule for India. It is the most daring ex- 
periment the new and progressive monarch 
of England has made in this business of 
making it felt that, like Lear, he is to be 
“every inch’ a king.” 

The story of India under British rule is 
one of the most tragic, dramatic and splen- 
did pages of human history. Clive, who 
from a mere clerk rose to be a nabob with 
almost imperial authority, had very little 
regard for laws, whether human or divine. 
Kesults were all he looked for and he got 
them with a vengeance. The trial of War- 
ren Hastings has made his rule in India 
familiar for two generations to readers of 
history. Then there is the dark tale of the 
hole in Calcutta and the lurid story of the 
Sepoy rebellion. So through the genera- 
tions a little handful of Englishmen has 
“sat upon the lid” and held down hundreds 
of millions of the people of India. An Eng- 
lish writer not long ago, in a magazine arti- 
cle, stated that ail through India the guns 
were taken away from the native soldiers 


-at night and locked up carefully under a 


European guard. The country is always a 
seething mass of discontent, and uneasiness 
is felt every hour of the day all through 
India. 

And it is here that Kine George is going 
to attempt the experiment of home rule. 
If he succeeds he will certainly make the 
crown felt in English politics; and, what- 
ever he looks like, he will hand down to 
history one of the great names emblazoned 
on its pages. 


ALUEF OF SEAWEED. 

Let Germany, with her oppressive pot- 
ash monopoly, go hang. The scientists have 
discovered that the kelp beds of the Pactfic 
Coast are extraordinarily rich in potash, 
yielding in some instahces as much as 800 
pounds of potash to a ton of kelp. 

Preparations are being made in several 
localities to gather this seaweed and ex- 
tract the potash from it to be used as a fer- 
tilizer. In every harbor, and bay, and cove, 
and sheltered place on the California coast, 
from Humboldt to San Diego, kelp abounds, 
and the deposits are swollen with every in- 
coming tide. 

There ho possible monopoly of this 
new source of wealth. Kelp can no more 
be monopolized than flounders or yellow- 
tail. Private ownership of land fronting on 
an ocean or bay ceases at high-water mark. 
The State owns the tide lands, and the kelp 
floating on the water below low-water mark 
or washed ashore belongs to whoever 
chooses to gather it. The gathefer, if he 
loads a scow at the kelp beds, would only 
be required to find a landing place and land 
gn which to build roads to the nearest pub- 
lic highways wovld soon be condemned. 

With scientists drawing down nitrogen 
from the arms of the air and kelp collec. 
tors gathering potash from the arms of the 
sea, our fields and orchards will not have 
their growth stunted for lack of fertilization.

BIG AMERICAN BUSINESS. 


BY WALTER J. BALLARD. 

Only the few of us who statistically keep 
tab on things know the progress American 
business is making month after month and 
period after period in the export of prod- 
ucts and manufactures as made known in 
the various bulletins regularly issued by the 
Bureau of Statistics, O. P. Austin, chief. 

Analysis of that record for the ten months 
ended October, 1911, gives us the following:

THREE BATTALIONS SHOOT FOR 
DEMMITT CUP. 


| The closing rifle contest. of the year, 
@mong the California State troops, 
will be held at Eastlake range on 
Sunday, December 24, when teams of 
five men fromthe three battalions of 
the Seventh Regiment Infantry, N.G.C., 
will compete for possession of the reg- 
imental and battalion trophy offered 
by Lieut. Bert T. Demmitt, acting in- 
spector of small arms practice. 

This competition wil] end a season 
of unusual activity in target practice 
inaugurated by Adjt.-Gen. E. A. 
Forbes, who is credited by officers of 
the guards with doing more for the 
sdvancement in use of small arms 
within his one year’s tenure of of- 
fice than any of his predecessors dur- 
ing their four-year terms. 

Tae Demmitt trophy was designed 
primarily for the encouragement of 
company rifle teams, who were to 
shoot among themselves for the honors 
of their respective battalions, the. bat- 
talion champions to meet in final 
competition. on October’ 29 for the 
regimenta! championship and perpet- 
val ownership of the cup. Owing to 
the demands of certain regulation. 
practice upon the date specified, tne 
final clash was postponed to the day 
preceding Christmas. The original 
specifications required the fulfillment 
of the conditions prescribed\in the 
matches of the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation, but as some companies were 
not provided with ranges equipped 
with 800 and 1000eyard targets, the 
conditions were modified to include 
only those applying to the sharpshoot- 
ers’ course according to U.S.A. firing 
regulations. These call for téf shots 
per man at 200, 300, 500, 600 yards, 
siow fire; 200 yards rapid fire, and 
twenty shots at skirmisa run. 

The personnel of «ae teams holding 
the battalion championships is not 
yet announced, but it is certain that 
most of the marksmen from Compa- 
nies A and I who competed/in the 
State shoot at Sacraniento last week 
will appear in the struggle for the 
Demmitt cup, with the exception of 
Lieut. Demmitt, who. refrains from 
taking part, and one or two absentees.

NEW YORK, Dec. 14%-Up to «a 
late hour tonight none of the riders 
in the six-day bicycle race at Madison 
Square Garden had showed signs of 
weakening. 

The riders got ahead of the record 
by more than three miles at 8 o'clock, 
but three jams and tumbles in as 
many sprints during the next two 
hours resulted in the old record get- 
ting on top again by half-a-mile mar- 
gin. There were no changes during 
the day's riding until after 11 o'clock, 
when Lapize and Van Howaert lost a 
lap in a ten-minute sprint. This put 
them in a tie for last place with Gal- 
vin and Wiley, the two teams being 
two laps behind the eight leaders and 
one lap behind the three second- 
division teama. 

The fast pace frequently set by the 
leaders during the morning and early 
afternoon hours resulted in making 
new record figures. At 8 o'clock, in 
the heat of a wild sprint, started by 
Jackie Clarke, the  ninety-second 
hour’s record showed they had gone 
1796 miles, 2 laps, beating the old rec- 
ord by 3 miles and 4 laps.
